disco vered th a t o ne o ut o f every 
ten m a rke ts that w ere o pen w ere

so me retailers who o stensibly w ere 
clo sed fo r lack o f m eat actually 
w ere do ing a back-do o r, delivery- 
bo y business w ith custo m ers they 
co uld trust to pay w h a te ve r w’as 
asked, ask no questio ns, and say 
no thing. 
The ex-bla ck m a rke teer, who fo r 
o bvio us reaso ns did no t w a n t to 
be identified, said that t o r a few 
weeks he w as handling an a ve r ­ 
age o f 12 to ns o f m eat a week, and 
during the first w’eck o f co ntro l 
he received less th a n o ne to n. The 
truck strike had no thing to do w ith 
that; his truc km e n are still o n the 
jo b.
